OF SHIFT OF US ATTENTION TO NAMIBIA. BOTH THE STAR AND 
PRETORIA NEWS REPORTS THAT SECRETARY "IMPLIES" THAT 
SAG MAY HAVE TO ABANDON PROPOSAL ON WINDHOEK

6. IN AFRIKAANS PRESS, "DIE TRANSVAALER" HIGHLIGHTS 
MUZOREWA'S REFERENCE TO CONTINUED FIGHTING UNTIL ESTABLISH 
MENT OF INTERIM GOVERNMENT UNDER HEADLINE "TERRORISM WILL 
CONTINUE, BLACKS THROW COLD WATER ON RHODESIA". ALSO 
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CITES OAU SECRETARY-GENERAL TO SAME EFFECT. "DIE 
VADERLAND" CALLS RHODESIA "THIRD VICTORY OVER WHITE MAN 
IN SOUTHERN AFRICA" AND SAYS SOUTH AFRICA IS IN FOR
